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THE  POLICE  FORCE 

The  Police  force  authorized  by  ordinance  consists  of  the  following: 

One  Chief  of  Police 

One  Deputy  Chief  of  Police 

Two  Inspectors 

One  Captain  of  Detectives 

Seven  Captains  of  Police 

Seven  Lieutenants  of  Police 

Three  Detective  Sergeants 

One  Interpreter 

Twenty-two  Sergents  of  Police 

Three  hundred  and  fifty-six  Patrolmen 

Two  Sanitary  Officers 

One  Policewoman 

One  Park  Officer 

One  Bertillon  Clerk 

Three  Chauffeurs,  (Patrol  Automobiles,)  aggregating  409  members. 

The  above  quota  however,  has  never  been  supplied.  At  present  the 
total  number  of  police,  is  382,  which  is  therefore  27  officers  less  than  pro- 
vided by  ordinance. 

The  Police  Force  functions  365  days  in  the  year.  Individual  members, 
however,  by  the  rules  of  the  Bureau,  are  allowed  one  day  off  in  seven  and 
fourteen  days  annual  vacation.  This  time  off  allowance,  together  with 
time  lost  because  of  sickness,  special  leaves  of  absence,  etc.,  depletes  the 
actual  working  force  by  approximately  25  per  cent.,  so  that  there  is  on 
active  duty  at  all  times,  a  maximum  force  of  285  members  of  all  grades. 

The  territorial  area  of  the  city  is  32.65  square  miles.  There  are  1,624 
streets  and  alleys  of  a  total  length  of  about  1,425  miles.  The  population  of 
the  city  being  295,750,  there  are  12  officers  for  every  square  mile  of  the  area 
of  territory  and  one  officer  for  every  1.1  mile  of  streets.  But  since  the 
officers  working  day  is  8  hours  and  the  force  functions  24  hours  a  day,  it 
is  necessary  to  divide  it  into  three  parts.  The  above  figures  then,  relating 
to  the  areas  to  be  policed  during  each  8  hours,  and  the  miles  of  streets  to  be 
patrolled  must  be  multiplied  by  three.  Approximately  one-third  of  the 
force  being  on  duty  at  one  time,  there  is  an  average  of  12  officers  in  every 
three  square  miles  of  territory,  and  one  officer  for  every  3.3  miles  of  streets. 

The  city  is  divided  into  six  precincts,  and  the  precincts  into  posts  or 
beats.  The  posts  are  patrolled  by  officers  on  foot,  mounted  and  on  motor 
vehicles. 
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There  are  sixty-eight  posts  designated  as  foot  patrol  posts  and  seventy 
as  motor  vehicle  posts.  The  force  being  divided  into  three  platoons.  The 
following  is  the  complement  of  patrolmen  assigned  to  patrol  duty  in  each 
platoon: 

First  platoon,  4:00  A.  M.  to  12:00  M.    40  footmen  and  12 
motor  vehicle. 

Second  platoon,  12:00  M.  to  8:00  P.  M.   48  footmen  and  2 
horsemen  and  12  motor  vehicle. 

Third  platoon,  8:00  P.  M.  to  4:00  A.  M.    110  footmen  and  12 
motor  vehicle. 

As  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  force  is  off  duty  at  all  times,  for  one 
reason  or  another,  it  will  be  readily  seen  that  during  the  day  time  the  maxi- 
mum force  required  for  patrol  duty  cannot  be  maintained.  Then  extra- 
ordinary details  for  strikes,  ball  games,  public  meetings,  parades,  protect- 
ing banks,  pay  rolls,  etc.,  necessitates  withdrawals  from  the  patrol  force, 
reducing  it  at  times  to  a  negligible  number.

DISCIPLINE 

The  general  deportment  of  the  members  of  the  force  has  been  very  good. 
During  the  year  only  8  cases  of  misbehavior  were  of  a  character  of  sufficient 
importance  to  warrant  the  Commissioner's  special  attention.  There  has  been 
no  evidence  of  a  disposition  to  evade  duty  no  matter  how  arduous  or  dan- 
gerous. Neither  have  they  grumbled  about  overtime  when  duty  required 
such  sacrifices. 

The  duties  of  a  police  officer  are  so  numerous  that  he  must  be  constantly 
on  the  alert.  His  problems  are  many  and  often  perplexing.  Delay  in  act- 
ing is  never  permitted.  Promptness  and  perfection  are  invariably  required 
of  a  policeman.  And  he  must  at  all  times  wear  a  smile,  and  be  civil  and 
courteous  to  the  citizen.  Often  the  latter  requisite  is  the  most  difficult  to 
comply  with.  This  fact  any  citizen  may  realize  who  will  hold  himself  out 
as  a  public  information  bureau  which  a  police  officer  is  expected  to  be. 

However,  the  police  force  of  Rochester  bears  a  good  reputation  for 
civility,  courtesy,  and  intelligence,  and  as  for  personal  appearance  they  com- 
pare favorably  with  the  best  in  the  country. 
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CRIME  CONDITIONS 

rhere  was  a  general  increase  in  crime  complaints  for  this  year  as  com- 
pared with  the  year  of  1920,  both  against  the  person  and  against  property.

HOMICIDES 

During  the  year  there  were  six  cases  of  Murder  in  the  first  degree;  4 
cases  of  Manslaughter  and  three  cases  of  Murder  and  Suicide  reported. 
The  causes  which  led  up  to  these  crimes  are  summarized  on  the  following 
page.  Of  the  ten  cases  of  Murder  and  Manslaughter  all  have  been  solved 
by  arrests  excepting  one. 

The  following  is  a  history  of  the  cases  of  homicide. 

On  January  8,  1921,  Edward  Freeland,  aged  45;  of  Xo.  402  South  Ave., 
shot  and  killed  Mrs.  Anna  Valutis,  aged  45,  of  No.  547  So.  Clinton  Ave., 
with  a  32  caliber  revolver  and  then  turned  the  gun  on  himself  and  com- 
mitted suicide.  Both  persons  were  found  dead  on  the  floor  by  Morton  Tor- 
rance, a  nephew  of  Mrs.  Valutis,  who  had  been  living  with  her.  He  came 
home  and  found  both  lying  on  the  floor  with  a  revolver  beside  them.  Free- 
land  had  been  paying  attention  to  Mrs.  Valutis  for  some  time  past  and 
jealousy  is  believed  to  have  been  the  motive. 

On  January  14,  1921,  Christ  Uhlen,  aged  41  years,  of  802  Jay  St.,  killed 
his  wife  Helen,  aged  42  years,  by  cutting  her  throat  with  a  pocket  knife. 
They  had  been  quarreling  for  the  past  few  days  and  Mrs.  Uhlen  decided 
to  leave  her  husband  and  went  to  the  house  at  802  Jay  St.,  with  her  mother 
Mrs.  Brennan.  While  there  Uhlen  attacked  her  with  a  knife  and  cut  her 
throat  causing  immediate  death.  Uhlen  then  cut  his  own  throat  with  the 
same  knife  and  was  taken  to  the  General  Hospital  in  a  critical  condition 
and  later  died.  Mrs.  Uhlen  visited  the  house  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
her  clothing. 

On  January  24,  1921,  William  Norman,  colored,  aged  32  years,  of  76 
Romeyn  St.,  was  found  dead  in  the  Erie  Canal  with  a  number  of  stab 
wounds  in  his  body.  His  body  was  removed  to  the  Morgue  and  Paul  De 
Bernardino  was  later  arrested  for  the  crime,  but  was  released.  Norman 
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had  been  paying  attentions  to  a  young  Italian  girl  which  is  believed  to  have 
caused  the  crime. 

On  April  7,  1921,  Glen  Baldwin,  aged  22  years,  of  6  Glendale  Park, 
while  operating  a  touring  car  going  east  on  Norton  St.,  at  a  speed  said 
to  be  35  to  40  miles  an  hour  struck  John  Knick,  aged  4,  of  223  Berlin  St., 
Andrew  Petzewski,  aged  17,  of  759  Norton  St.,  saw  the  auto  coming  and 
ran  from  the  south  curb  and  picked  the  child  up  and  ran  with  it  to  within 
four  feet  of  the  north  curb,  when  he  was  struck  by  the  auto  and  the  child 
was  knocked  from  his  arms  and  thrown  about  15  feet  ahead  of  auto.  The 
auto  continued  on  its  course  and  ran  over  the  child.  It  then  went  over 
curb  and  back  into  the  road.  The  child  died  within  15  minutes.  Baldwin 
was  arrested  by  Officer  T.  Neidert  on  a  charge  of  Manslaughter. 

On  April  28,  1921,  Carl  Esslinger,  23  years,  of  243  Harold  St.,  killed 
Edmund  Burke,  19  years,  of  98  Bartlett  St.  The  killing  was  the  result 
of  an  argument  being  held  over  bicycle  races,  both  being  bicycle  riders. 
Races  were  being  held  in  Towner  Bros.,  Bicycle  store,  179  Lyell  Ave.,  at 
the  time  of  the  accident.  Esslinger  kicked  Burke  in  the  stomach  and  then 
hit  him  in  the  jaw,  and  he  fell  to  the  floor,  Burke  died  on  the  way  to  the 
General  Hospital.    Esslinger  arrested  for  Manslaughter  in  the  1st  degree. 

On  June  9,  1921,  Frank  Gilberti,  known  as  Frank  Gilbert,  was  sitting 
with  a  woman  in  rear  of  197  Hebard  St.,  when  a  man  walked  into  the  drive- 
way between  197  and  199  Hebard  St.,  and  called  Gilbert,  who  walked  in 
his  direction.  The  man  then  fired  three  times.  Gilbert  died  a  few  minutes 
later.    Supposed  to  have  been  a  black  hand  case. 

On  June  18,  1921,  Wm.  Harrison,  48  Park  Ave.,  driving  his  auto  truck 
north  on  Lake  Ave.,  at  Gorsline  St.,  struck  Marvin  Smythe,  209  Electric 
Ave.  Edmund  Smalley,  303  Electric  Ave.,  and  Cecil  Meredith,  192  Gors- 
line St.,  who  Mere  riding  bicycles.  They  turned  in  front  of  the  truck. 
Smythe  hurt  so  badly  he  died  on  way  to  the  Hospital.  Smalley  had  his 
right  leg  broken.  Meredith  hurt  also.  Harrison  arrested  for  Manslaughter 
in  the  2nd  degree. 

On  July  3,  1921,  Nick  Rislin,  21  Lime  St.,  was  shot  in  the  back  after  a 
quarrel  over  labor  troubles  by  an  unknown  man.  Rislin  was  taken  to  the 
Hospital  but  died  the  next  day.    His  murderer  was  later  arrested. 

On  July  17,  1921,  Frank  Strange,  43  years,  of  Magne  St.,  a  shoemaker, 
stabbed  Luigi  Catalano,  of  Smith  St.,  with  a  pocket  knife  in  the  neck 
severing  the  jugular  vein.  Catalano  died  without  speaking.  Quarrel  was 
over  a  wrong  Catalano  did  to  Strange's  daughter. 

On  July  25,  1921,  Peter  Vella,  a  boarder  living  with  Augustino  DiFranco, 
at  No.  15  Vetter  St.,  shot  Josephine  DiFranco,  7  years,  killing  her  instantly, 
then  shot  Mrs.  DiFranco,  who  died  in  the  Hospital.  Vella  then  committed 
suicide  by  shooting  himself.    No  motive  known. 
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On  Oct.  2,  1921,  John  Cunningham,  48,  of  20  Pleasant  St.,  pushed  Frank 
Dunn,  58  years,  while  engaged  in  a  barroom  fracas,  at  49  Front  St.  Dunn 
and  Cunningham  were  both  intoxicated  and  had  been  arguing  over  a  dis- 
charged soldier  named  Brown.  Cunningham  pushed  Dunn,  who  fell  and 
struck  his  head  against  a  table,  fracturing  his  skull  and  causing  his  death 
almost  immediately. 

On  Nov.  14,  1921,  Carniello  Cennavola,  grocery  and  market  merchant, 
272  Central  Park  was  shot  in  the  abdomen  by  two  Italians  who  entered 
his  store  and  demanded  money.  lie  refused  and  they  shot  him.  His  wife 
rushed  into  the  room  when  she  heard  the  shooting,  and  was  shot  in  the 
right  hip. 

On  Dec.  8,  1921,  John  McGrath,  aged  32,  no  home,  shot  John  Morrow, 
in  the  heart.  Crime  was  committed  at  No.  530  State  St.,  where  Morrow  had 
been  living.  McGrath  also  used  a  black  jack  on  his  victim  and  then  fled 
down  the  stairs.  Morrow  managed  to  follow  him  down  the  stairs  and  then 
fell  dead.    McGrath  later  arrested.     The  motive  was  evidently  robbery.

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FELONIOUS  ASSAULTS 
There  were  fifty-five  Cases  of  felonious  assaults  reported  during  the 
year  showing  ail  increase  of  28  per  cent,  over  the  records  of  the  previous 
year.  The  following  is  a  brief  history  of  each  ease  and  a  summary  of  the 
causes  of  them.  I  would  call  attention  to  the  low  percentage  of  hoth  mur- 
ders and  assaults  of  which  drink  was  the  cause. 

On  Jan.  8,  1921,  John  Giamo,  23  Philander  St.,  was  cui  in  the  neck  and 
the  ear  with  a  razor  by  Frank  Cariola,  of  330"  Scio  St.  The  two  men  had 
been  quarreling  over  money  matters  at  the  time  of  the  crime. 

On  Jan.  20,  1921,  Joseph  Hoz/o,  42  Orange  St.  was  cut  by  Bella  Picardo, 
aged  23  years,  of  52  Orange  St.,  while  walking  on  Magne  St.  Jealousy  was 
the  cause  as  Rozzo  had  heen  going  around  with  other  women. 

On  Jan.  29,  1921,  Frank  Brightmire,  (i8  Caledonia  Ave.,  had  a  quarrel 
with  his  wife  Julia,  and  attempted  to  force  her  to  drink  a  quantity  of  car- 
bolic acid.  He  was  unsuccessful  in  the  attempt  and  threw  the  contents  of 
the  hottle  over  her  body  which  caused  severe  burns. 

On  Feb.  13,  1921,  John  J.  Collis,  4-1  Kaiser  St.,  a  hoarder  at  above 
address  assaulted  Kazmire  Zaick,  also  a  boarder.    .Motive  unknown. 

On  Feb.  21,  1921,  Fanatto  Antonelli,  22,  of  Xo.  316  Frank  St.,  was 
accosted  by  two  men  in  Jones  St.,  who  asked  him  for  money.  When  he 
refused  the  men  struck  him.    He  wras  also  cut  with  a  razor. 

On  Feb.  22,  1921,  William  Tryon  of  the  Rescue  Mission  on  Front  St., 
quarreled  with  an  unknown  man  in  the  street  and  assaulted  him  with  a 
blunt  instrument  causing  a  severe  laceration  of  the  head. 

On  Feb.  24,  1921,  Frank  Gartz,  193  Xorth  St.,  while  quarreling  with  his 
wife  kicked  her  in  the  stomach.  The  woman  was  pregnant  at  the  time  of 
pie  assault  and  attack  caused  ;>  miscarriage. 

On  Feb.  24,  1921,  Ralph  Phillipson,  124  Hamilton  St.,  was  assaulted  by 
Harvey  Levis  and  Albert  Beck  with  a  sharp  instrument.  The  assault 
occurred  at  148  Ave.  A.    The  cause  is  unknown. 

On  Mar.  1,  1921.  David  Eber,  a  jeweler,  at  No.  24  State  St.,  was 
assaulted  by  two  men  named  Klein  and  Davis,  who  came  into  his  store  for 
the  purpose  of  robbing  him.  Davis  was  arrested  but  Klein  escaped.  Eber 
las  shot  by  Davis  and  also  blackjacked. 

On  Mar.  2,  1921,  Patrick  J.  Flannery,  62  Penn  St.,  was  assaulted  by  his 
son,  John  Flannery,  while  quarreling  with  him.  The  assault  took  place  at 
the  above  address. 
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On  March  9,  1921,  Beatrice  Palmer,  age  18  years,  of  Banker  Place,  Bar- 
nards,  N.  V.,  was  walking  on  Dewey  Ave.,  near  Barnards  Crossing  when 
two  young  men  came  from  behind  her.  One  of  the  men  placed  his  hand  over 
her  mouth,  hut  she  pulled  away  and  screamed.  She  was  then  struck  on  the 
head  with  a  heavy  instrument  and  the  men  ran  away. 

On  March  11,  1921,  Giacinto  Battaglia,  saloon  keeper  at  Jay  and 
Orchard  Streets  was  lying  down  in  side  room  when  two  men  who  were 
intoxicated  and  hanging  around  his  saloon  entered  the  room  and  struck 
him  over  the  head  with  a  bottle  inflicting  a  bad  laceration.  It  is  thought 
the  men  intended  to  rob  him. 

On  March  21,  1921,  Floyd  Gordon,  43  Bennett  St.,  found  his  mother 
Laura  Gordon,  bound  with  ropes  in  her  home  and  the  house  ransacked. 
Man  saying  he  was  a  collector  called  and  when  left  in  struck  Mrs.  Gordon 
and  knocked  her  down  and  then  bound  her.  It  is  thought  the  man  was 
looking  for  morphine. 

On  April  13,  1921,  Strikers  attacked  Clarence  Warrage,  of  457  State  St., 
who  shot  one  of  them  through  the  knee.  It  was  learned  the  man's  name 
was  Sam  Lomento,  of  52  Jay  St.,  and  he  was  taken  to  the  hospital. 

On  April  24,  1921,  Patsy  Valletto  was  stabbed  in  the  neck  and  in  the 
side  by  Patsy  Jannitti  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  at  Scalzzo  Marino's  saloon  at 
No.  155  Hartford  St.  Both  men  were  employed  by  the  same  company  and 
it  is  believed  they  quarreled  over  their  work. 

On  April  29,  1921,  Dan  Buno,  of  No.  539  North  St.,  was  assaulted  by 
a  neighbor  living  in  rear  of  his  house.  The  man  hit  Buno  in  the  face.  No 
reason  given. 

On  April  29,  1921,  Edward  C.  Coddington,  aged  45  years,  of  445  Monroe 
Ave.,  was  struck  in  the  face  with  a  large  rock  which  was  thrown  by  one 
of  a  gang  of  about  20  boys  who  broke  into  No.  15  Public  School  and 
assaulted  him  while  he  was  visiting  the  janitor.  He  received  a  bad  lacer- 
ation between  the  eyes. 

On  May  9,  1921,  Sergeant  Wm.  Otto  and  Officer  George  Hunt  of  the 
Fourth  Precinct  were  assaulted  by  between  50  and  100  Italian  strikers  at 
the  Whitmore,  Rauber  and  Vicinius  Co.,  Asphalt  Works  in  Trinidad  St. 
Sergeant  Otto  and  Officer  Hunt  were  both  injured. 

On  May  10,  1921,  Patrick  Gould,  of  No.  48  Centre  Park  employed  at 
the  New  York  Central  freight  house  had  a  quarrel  with  a  workman  named 
Joseph  Macaluso  who  stabbed  Gould  in  the  abdomen.  The  men  had  some 
quarrel  over  the  proper  place  to  put  freight. 

On  May  24,  1921,  Delber  Metzler  of  No.  95  Congress  Ave.,  assaulted 
Herman  Jenson  of  97  Lorimer  St.  Metzler  met  Jenson  on  Cottage  St., 
and  there  assaulted  him.    The  reason  for  the  assault  is  unknown. 
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On  June  1,  1921,  Yallare  Nunzio,  of  260  Glide  St.,  had  an  argument  with 
Daniel  Lee,  of  1204  Jay  St.,  in  the  latter's  saloon.  Nunzio  went  home  after 
a  revolver  and  when  he  came  back  he  fired  at  Lee.  At  the  time  Nunzio 
was  intoxicated. 

On  June  8,  1921,  John  Bachetta,  of  No.  382  Campbell  St.,  cut  Virginio 
Santucci,  of  No.  45  Walnut  St.,  with  a  large  hay  knife  while  quarreling 
over  a  board  bill. 

On  June  8,  1921,  Joseph  Picacki,  of  No.  41  Kerr  St.,  assaulted  Officer 
William  Fulcher  of  the  Sixth  Precinct  when  the  officer  attempted  to  arrest 
him. 

On  June  12,  1921,  Mrs.  Ethel  Pitrache,  of  15  Gorham  St.,  was  assaulted 
by  one  Joe  Polizzo  at  her  home.  Polizzo  crawled  in  through  her  bedroom 
window  and  tried  to  force  her  to  have  sexual  intercourse  with  him,  in 
doing  so  he  choked  her. 

On  June  15,  1921,  Patsy  Gengo,  of  123  Frank  St.,  and  John  Manconso 
shot  each  other  with  revolvers  at  Smith  and  Frank  St.  Both  men  were 
wounded. 

On  July  19,  1921,  William  Jarvish,  of  295  East  Ave.,  had  his  right  ear 
bitten  off  by  a  man  named  McGinnis  at  the  above  address.  No  reason 
given  for  the  assault. 

On  July  24,  1921,  Barach  Gaerber,  of  No.  38  Holland  St.  was  stabbed 
three  times  on  the  head  while  seated  in  his  front  yard.  Motive  was  robbery 
as  the  man  had  withdrawn  $8,000  from  the  bank  and  had  purchased  a  ticket 
to  Russia. 

On  August  6,  1921,  Nicolo  Mastromattio,  aged  40,  of  No.  170  Clark  St., 
Irondequoit,  N.  Y.,  a  night  watchman  employed  at  Morse  Lumber  Co.,  was 
stabbed  in  the  shoulder  uith  a  knife  in  the  hands  of  Donato  Palermo,  of 
No.  35  Julia  St.,  with  whom  he  had  a  quarrel. 

On  August  13,  1921,  Alexander  Caprella,  aged  25  years,  of  551  Jay  St., 
was  cut  on  the  left  arm  with  a  razor  by  Luigi  Dissano,  of  77  Lime  St. 
Quarrel  originated  over  the  payment  of  a  gas  bill. 

On  August  20,  1921,  Miss  May  Winters,  of  90  Genesee  St.,  while  walking 
in  Genesee  Valley  Park  with  a  young  man  was  assaulted  by  two  unknown 
men. 

On  August  20,  1921,  Luther  Jones,  of  No.  251  Gibbs  St.,  had  a  quarrel 
with  one  Clarence  Vance,  proprietor  of  the  Douglas  Hotel,  No.  137  State 
St.,  and  fired  two  shots  from  a  revolver  at  Vance. 

On  August  20,  1921,  Hosie  Rotonuo,  aged  33,  of  No.  344  State  St.,  pro- 
prietress of  a  restaurant  was  slashed  about  the  neck  and  hands  with  a 
razor  in  the  hands  of  a  man  named  Schollser. 
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On  August  27,  1921,  Sam  Pilippo,  of  No.  2(>l  Oak  St.,  was  cui  about  the 
hands  with  a  Unite  in  the  hands  of  an  unknown  man,  with  whom  lie  had 
been  quarreling.    The  crime  occurred  on  Oak  St.,  near  the  above  address. 

On  Augusl  29,  1421,  Louis  McKakky,  of  No.  616  St.  Paul  St.,  was  held 
up  in  the  basement  of  his  store  by  a  man  named  Marry  Morroe  who  enticed 
him  into  the  cellar  stating;  there  was  a  fire  down  there,  and  repeatedly 
struck  him  on  the  head  with  the  butt  end  of  a  revolver.  Cause  of  assault 
not  known. 

On  September  11,  1921,  Mark  L.  Wait  of  No.  68  Reynolds  St.,  was 
assaulted  at  his  residence  by  an  unknown  man.  Cause  of  assault  not 
known. 

On  September  12,  1921,  Joseph  DeJohn,  of  No.  10  Syracuse  St.,  was  cut 
in  the  groin  with  a  pocket  knife  by  Michael  Russo  of  the  same  address. 
Reason  unknown. 

On  September  17,  1921,  Mrs.  Himes,  135  Meriden  St.,  reported  Lester 
Wilber,  of  217  North  13th  St.,  Olean,  N.  Y.,  aged  27  years,  attempted  to 
rape  her  10  year  old  daughter. 

On  September  IS,  1921,  Albert  Calaisco,  of  66y2  Prospect.  St.,  assaulted 
Anna  Rogers,  of  78  Melody  St.  The  assault  was  committed  at  the  above 
address  of  Melody  Street. 

On  September  27,  1921,  Charles  McAlay,  676  Monroe  Ave.,  was  assaulted 
by  three  Italians  who  came  into  his  jewelry  store  to  have  a  watch  repaired 
and  they  struck  him  over  the  head  with  a  piece  of  pipe  done  up  in  paper. 
He  received  a  laceration  on  head.  The  purpose  of  the  men  was  to  rob 
McAlay. 

On  September  28,  1921,  Clifford  Frame,  of  1522  Main  St.  E.,  a  brakeman 
working  for  the  N.  Y.  C.  R.  R.  had  four  shots  fired  at  him  from  a  revolver 
by  an  Italian  with  whom  he  had  an  argument. 

On  October  7,  1921,  Horace  Wynn,  of  120  Garfield  St.,  was  assaulted 
in  the  cellar  of  his  residence  by  an  unknown  negro.    Reason  not  known. 

On  October  14,  1921,  Guiseppi  DiMuro,  age  20  years,  of  516  .lay  St., 
had  a  quarrel  at  corner  of  Browns  Race  and  Commerical  St.,  with  Frank 
Verno  of  No.  65  Spencer  St.,  age  19  years,  over  a  bicycle  bell.  DiMuro 
stabbed  Verno  in  the  back  with  a  knife. 

On  November  9,  1921,  Mark  Titaro,  of  No.  572  Jay  St.,  was  assaulted 
by  one  Mike  Palisi  of  No.  98  Prospect  St.  The  assault  committed  at  98 
Prospect  St.    No  reason  given. 

On  November  13,  1921,  Angelo  Borelli,  of  26  Philander  St.,  was  walking 
on  Jones  St.,  with  his  wife  and  daughter  and  had  an  argument  with  three 
Italians  when  one  of  them  cut  him  on  the  back. 
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On  November  19,  1921,  Frank  Nacastro,  of  11  Walnut  St.,  reported  thai 
Joseph  Farrall,  living-  in  the  same  house  fired  a  shot  at  him  through  the 
door  but  did  not  injure  him.  The  cause  is  believed  to  have  been  a  family 
quarrel. 

On  November  19,  1921,  Is  am  McCoy,  No.  128  Front  St.,  had  a  quarrel 
with  Love  Boston  over  room  rent.  McCoy  cut  Boston  on  the  arm  with  a 
razor.    Later  McCoy  arrested.    Crime  occurred  in  front  of  128  Front  St. 

On  November  25,  1921,  Stewart  Chase,  of  Middlesex  Road,  was  assaulted 
by  four  men  on  an  excavation  near  the  loop  at  Seneca  Park.  Mr.  Chase 
was  employed  as  a  watchmen.    Reason  not  given. 

On  November  30,  1921,  George  C.  Putnam,  9(5  Cortland  St.,  assaulted 
Sylvester  Ferrari,  aged  15,  and  Joseph  Juliano,  15  years,  with  a  shot  gun. 
Boys  were  teasing  him  and  dared  him  to  shoot.  He  was  arrested  on  a 
charge  of  second  degree  assault  on  both  boys. 

On  December  24,  1921,  Andrew  Vengrynow,  a  boarder  of  150  Ave.  D, 
was  struck  on  the  head  with  a  hammer,  by  Harry  Wrobec  in  front  of 
143  Ave.  A.    Reason  not  given. 

On  December  26,  1921,  Walter  Johnson,  243  Exchange  St.  assaulted 
Howard  Williams  of  Main  St.,  West  with  a  bottle  while  having  an  argument 
over  two  colored  women  in  a  hotel  at  243  Exchange  St. 

On  December  26,  1921,  Frank  H.  Gunthier,  110  Washington  St.,  Flushing, 
Long  Island,  was  stabbed  in  the  right  side  by  a  negro  on  Central  Ave.,  near 
North  St.,  was  taken  to  the  Hospital,  where  he  stated  assault  was  unpro- 
voked, all  he  did  was  to  ask  the  negro  for  a  match  and  he  stabbed  him. 

On  December  28,  1921,  Rocky  Jassisona,  56  Ontario  St.,  was  assaulted 
in  front  of  the  Mt.  Carmel  Italian  Church  on  Ontario  St.,  cut  across  the 
face  and  mouth  with  a  knife.  He  stated  he  knew  man  who  cut  him  but 
would  not  divulge  his  identity  to  the  police.

BURGLARIES 

There  were  502  burglary  complaints  reported  during  the  year.  The 
amount  of  property  stolen  was  $61,417.90.  The  character  of  the  places 
burglarized  were  as  follows: 


Dwellings   203 

Stores   218 

Barns    52 

Cars    29 


The  average  amount  of  property  stolen  was  $122.34. 

The  manner  in  which  the  thieves  operated  in  general  and  the  persons 
apprehended  for  such  offenses,  would  indicate  that  professional  thieves 
have  not  operated  to  any  extent  here. 

Approximately  60  per  cent,  of  these  burglaries  were  committed  by 
persons  under  20  years  of  age.  Most  of  the  prisoners  have  previous  crim- 
inal records. 

There  were  114  persons  arrested  on  the  charge  of  Burglary.  Of  this 
number  17  were  under  16  years  of  age;  32  from  16  to  20  years ;15  from 
21  to  25  years;  14  from  26  to  30;  and  36  over  30  years  of  age. 

The  small  number  of  arrests  as  compared  with  the  number  of  com- 
plaints is  due  to  the  fact  that  in  the  cases  of  juveniles  a  single  person  was 
found  to  have  committed  from  ten  to  twenty  burglaries. 

On  the  following  page  will  be  found  a  statement  of  the  total  number 
of  burglaries  classified  as  to  value  of  property  reported  stolen.  A  perusal 
of  the  table  will  disclose  the  fact  that  of  the  502  burglaries  committed,  in 
310  cases  the  value  of  property  taken  does  not  exceed  $50. 

PREVENTION  OF  CRIME 

The  prevention  of  crime  is  in  our  opinion  the  most  important  of  the 
police  function.  At  times  it  may  appear  that  in  the  carrying  on  of  this 
work  the  police  are  too  technical  in  their  censorship  of  the  conduct  of 
amusements  and  social  entertainments  offered  to  the  public.  But  we  do  not 
want  to  be  unreasonable,  and  we  can  assure  the  public  that  we  will  not  act 
until  we  are  very  sure  that  public  safety  and  morals  are  endangered. 
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Greed  we  may  say  is  responsible  for  the  exploitation  of  immorality.  The 
elaim  often  made  by  the  purveyors  of  it  that  they  are  only  furnishing  the 
public  what  is  desired  cannot  be  reasonably  sustained  and  is  contradicted 
by  the  inutility  of  every  enterprise  founded  on  this  principle.  Temporary 
success,  it  is  true,  is  often  noted,  but  failure  is  enevitable.  To  prove  this 
contention  we  have  but  to  point  to  the  fate  of  the  low  saloon,  the  concert 
hall,  the  gambling  den,  the  pool  room  and  the  unclean  vaudeville  show. 
They  were  tolerated  for  a  time  but  the  public,  after  an  awakening,  demanded 
their  suppression,  but  most  of  them  died  of  their  own  poison. 

The  police  forsee  the  evil  to  come  out  of  these  things,  and  invariably 
take  the  initiative  in  suppressing  them,  but  are  often  hampered  by  the  cry 
of  puritanism,  "They  are  hurting  business,  a  dead  town,"  and  the  "amuse- 
ment seeking  public  will  have  no  place  to  go."  Notwithstanding  the  police 
have  persistently  continued  their  efforts  and  good  results  have  been  obtained. 

A  disregard  of  law  and  lawful  authority  encourages  criminals  and  pro- 
motes crime.  "The  law  is  unpopular  and  cannot  be  successfully  enforced," 
is  often  given  as  an  excuse  by  law  breakers  for  their  offenses.  A  just 
interpretation  of  the  law  and  a  speedy  trial  for  offenders  will  be  notice  to 
such  that  their  excuse  is  not  founded  on  fact,  and  crime  complaints  will 
be  less  numerous. 

Despite  the  unsettled  conditions  prevailing  for  the  past  five  years  we 
have  been  able  to  keep  crime  conditions  comparatively  low,  and  as  we 
gradually  return  to  the  normal,  crimes  will  be  less  frequent. 

MOUNTED  OFFICERS 

The  mounted  squad  quota  is  twelve  men.  At  present  there  is  one 
vacancy,  due  to  the  death  of  Officer  Thomas  Lambert. 

Eight  of  them  are  assigned  to  traffic  duty  in  the  first  and  second  pre- 
cincts. For  this  work  they  are  necessary,  particularly  for  the  regulation 
of  parking  of  automobiles.  As  escort  for  parades  and  maintaining  order 
at  times  of  a  large  assembly  of  people  they  are  indispensable. 

In  combating  rioters  one  horseman  is  considered  equal  to  five  footmen. 
That  is,  if  they  are  supplied  with  a  good  mount,  and  are  capable  horse- 
men. It  is  not  possible,  under  present  conditions  to  bring  this  division  up 
to  a  point  of  high  efficiency,  as  it  is  not  possible  to  assemble  them  for  drill 
as  often  as  they  should  be  without  taking  them  away  from  work  that  must 
necessarily  be  performed  daily;  however  they  have  done  remarkably  well. 

The  work  of  this  squad  during  the  strikes  was  of  a  very  high  order,  and 
was  favorably  commented  upon  by  those  who  had  occassion  to  observe  them 
in  action. 

It  is  very  necessary  therefore,  that  the  mounted  squad  be  kept  supplied 
with  good  horses,  and  otherwise  equipped  for  the  duty  they  are  to  perform. 
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MOTOR  VEHICLE  SQUAD 

This  division  of  police  service  has  enabled  us  to  give  our  citizens  a  maxi- 
mum of  protection  with  a  minimum  of  officers. 

With  a  telephone  in  53,000  business  establishments  and  homes,  the  citi- 
zen practically,  and  probably  unwittingly,  becomes  an  adjunct  to  the  police 
force. 

If  an  occurrence  takes  place  which  requires  the  presence  of  a  police  of- 
ficer, a  telephone  message  to  police  headquarters  will  bring  one  to  the  most 
remote  section  in  approximately  three  minutes  or  less. 

For  patrol  duty,  an  officer  mounted  on  a  motorcycle  or  in  an  automobile 
can  cover  ten  times  as  much  territory  as  the  footman  in  the  same  space  of 
time. 

At  present  there  is  one  automobile,  and  one  motorcycle  officer  attached 
to  each  platoon  in  all  precincts,  and  though  the  service  rendered  is  of  a 
high  order,  we  would  recommend  that  another  motorcycle  be  added  to  each 
platoon,  so  that  more  attention  could  be  given  to  the  regulation  of  traffic, 
particularly  in  the  outlying  districts,  for  it  is  there  that  most  recklessness 
is  indulged  in  by  both  drivers  of  automobiles,  and  pedestrians,  as  the  record 
of  accidents  will  show. 

PROBLEMS  OF  THE  YEAR 

The  many  reports  of  crimes  of  robbery  and  murder  throughout  the  coun- 
try made  the  problem  of  prevention  of  such  crimes  here  of  most  impor- 
tance. The  protection  of  banks,  jewelry  stores,  pay  rolls  and  money  valu- 
ables in  transit  on  the  streets  of  the  city,  required  extraordinary  vigilance 
and  the  adoption  of  new  and  ingenious  methods  to  insure  safety. 

The  anxiety  of  the  police  to  insure  a  maximum  of  security  for  the  person 
and  property  of  our  citizens  prompted  them  to  take  precautions  that  re- 
quired courage,  perseverance  and  extraordinary  self-sacrifice.  But  we  feel 
well  paid  in  that  we  have  not  had  a  bank  or  pay  roll  hold-up  and  but  23 
cases  of  robberies  reported. 

House  and  store  burglaries  show  a  slight  increase  over  the  records  of  the 
previous  year.  But  as  in  the  year  of  1920  the  ear  marks  of  the  professional 
criminal  could  be  discerned  in  but  two  or  three  cases.  The  greater  number 
of  them  having  been  committed  by  boys  and  youths  of  our  own  community, 
which  latter  fact  we  greatly  deplore. 

The  cause  of  this  delinquency  of  youth  can  be  attributed  primarily  to 
too  much  leisure,  extravagance  and  a  desire  for  luxuries  beyond  the  means 
of  the  average  family  to  supply.    The  boy  of  today  will  not  be  content  with

the  modest  and  homely  pastime  of  the  fireside,  but  longs  for  the  gay  and 
riotous  amusements,  created  for  those  who  have  the  means  to  indulge  in 
them. 

The  bright  lights,  music,  dancing,  spectacular  theatricals,  moving  pic- 
ture shows,  roller  skating  rinks,  pool  rooms,  and  the  automobile  are  a  lure 
which  they  do  not  seem  to  he  capable  <>r'  resisting. 

Our  policy  has  been  to  encourage  industry  and  clean  living.  Commercial 
amusements  have  been  strictly  supervised  and  only  such  as  might  be  help- 
ful, morally,  mentally  and  physically  have  been  permitted. 

About  April  1st  dissentions  between  organized  labor  and  employees  de- 
veloped until  a  walk-out  was  ordered  by  the  teamsters  union  or  that  branch 
of  the  organization  employed  as  truck  drivers.  This  strike  continued  for 
about  four  weeks  during  which  time  many  assaidts  on  strike  breakers  were 
reported.  By  extraordinary  effort  on  the  part  of  the  police  they  were  able 
to  give  protection  to  the  handlers  sufficient  to  keep  freight  moving  and  no 
serious  interruption  of  business  occurred. 

As  soon  as  the  above  strike  was  settled  the  members  of  the  building 
trades  unions  went  on  strike  and  for  five  weeks  the  police  were  kept  busy 
protecting  strike  breakers  and  the  property  of  builders. 

Several  riots  took  place.  On  May  9th  about  five  hundred  striking  street 
laborers  attempted  to  prevent  the  Trinidad  Asphalt  Co.  from  delivering 
material  for  street  improvements.  The  Police  detail  on  duty  at  the  plant 
and  in  the  vicinity  of  it  were  attacked  by  a  mob.  Stones  and  other  missiles 
were  first  thrown  at  them,  and  then  the  rioters  charged  in  a  body  upon  the 
police,  wielding  clubs  and  throwing  stones.  Several  of  the  officers  were 
struck  with  the  stones  and  with  clubs,  two  of  them  being  rendered  uncon- 
scious, during  the  assault.  The  police,  being  hard  pressed,  drew  their  re- 
volvers and  fired  upon  the  leaders  of  the  rioters,  wounding  three  of  them. 
There  were  no  fatalities.    Several  arrests  were  made,  and  the  mob  dispersed. 

On  July  18th,  a  band  of  striking  street  laborers  attacked  the  non-union 
men  at  work  on  the  Goodman  Street  paving  job.  Missiles  of  all  sorts  were 
hurled  at  them  by  the  strikers  in  an  endeavor  to  drive  them  from  their 
work.  Several  of  them  were  injured  slightly.  After  a  short  but  desperate 
struggle,  the  police  succeeded  in  driving  them  off.  On  this  occasion  the 
police  again  found  it  necessary  to  draw  their  revolvers  and  fire  a  warning 
volley  over  the  heads  of  the  rioters,  before  they  could  be  dispersed. 

For  sixteen  weeks,  May  6th  to  August  8th,  labor  conditions  were  in  a 
turmoil,  and  the  police  were  kept  busy  protecting  non-union  workers  from 
the  violence  of  the  strikers,  preventing  the  destruction  of  property  and  aid- 
ing employers  to  carry  on  their  business.  Building  and  street  improve- 
ment work,  though  impeded,  was  not  abandoned.  On  the  contrary  all  work 
contracted  for  the  season  was  carried  on  to  completion. 
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DANGEROUS  WEAPONS 

(  rimes  of  violence  reported  from  every  section  of  the  country,  indicates 
that  the  promiscuous  carrying  of  firearms  is  a  prohlem  that  needs  immedi- 
ate and  serious  consideration. 

The  possession  of  dangerous  weapons  is  regulated  by  law  and  anyone 
may  for  good  reasons  obtain  a  permit  to  possess  or  carry  them.  But  many 
obtain  such  weapons  from  sources  without  the  state,  and  in  this  way  evade 
the  law. 

The  police,  to  prevent  such  violations  of  the  law,  do  often  search  sus- 
picious persons  for  concealed  weapons,  which  is  an  arbitrary  and  dangerous 
proceeding  as  it  renders  them  liable  to  a  civil  damage  suit,  if  they  err  m 
judgment,  which  risk  it  is  unreasonable  to  expect  them  to  assume. 

One  who  surreptiously  gains  possession  of  a  pistol,  it  is  reasonable  to 
assume,  does  so  for  no  lawful  purpose,  and  our  courts  by  their  actions  in 
cases  brought  to  their  attention,  take  this  attitude.  Severe  penalties  are 
imposed  yet  violations  are  constantly  coming  to  our  notice. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  practice  is  not  as  widespread  as  if  there  were 
no  law  to  prohibit  it,  but  the  law  is  not  as  effective  as  public  safety  re- 
quires. The  manufacture  and  sale  of  pistols  should  be  regulated  by  uni- 
form state  law  or  federal  statute,  if  we  would  prevent  and  reduce  crimes 
of  violence  in  which  pistols  are  used. 

During  the  past  year  the  police  arrested  78  persons  for  possessing  or 
carrying  firearms  of  a  kind  that  might  be  concealed  on  the  person.  And  in 
nearly  every  instance  a  more  or  less  severe  penalty  was  imposed  by  the 
Court  upon  conviction. 

At  a  recent  conference  of  prosecuting  attorneys  held  at  Albany,  N.  Y., 
recommendations  were  made  which  we  hope  may  be  adopted.  The  promis- 
cuous carrying  of  firearms  is  a  dangerous  practice  and  should  be  dis- 
couraged by  strict  regulative  measures. 

SOCIAL  EVIL 

There  are  no  known  houses  of  assignation  or  prostitution  in  the  city. 
By  this  statement  we  do  not  wish  it  understood  that  the  police  passively 
overlook  any  such  institutions.    They  know  that  there  is  none. 

There  are  some,  but  not  many,  who  find  a  way  to  elude  the  police  and 
evade  the  law.  The  automobile  prostitute  is  of  this  class.  Another  is  the 
woman  living  in  a  rooming  house  and  who  occasionally  sneaks  a  man  into 
her  apartments,  or  by  a  ruse  obtains  accommodations  in  a  hotel.  But  the 
proprietors  of  hotels  and  rooming  houses  co-operate  with  the  police  quite 
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satisfactorily  and  for  this  reason  they  have  been  able  to  prevent  any  ex- 
tensive development  of  this  phase  of  prostitution.  But  the  reckless  de- 
portment of  girls  and  women  in  public  makes  the  problem  of  suppression 
most  difficult. 

The  force  is  constantly  alive  to  the  importance  of  checking  the  evil  in 
its  incipiency,  and  to  this  may  be  attributed  the  excellent  conditions  pre- 
vailing. Comparatively  Rochester  is  exceptionally  clean. 

SOCIAL  SERVICE 

Although  there  is  a  public  charities  department  in  the  city  government, 
a  county  superintendent  of  the  Poor  and  many  private  charity  organiza- 
tions to  look  after  the  needs  of  the  poor  and  afflicted,  yet  there  are  many 
emergency  cases  to  be  taken  care  of  when  these  are  inaccessible. 

The  office  hours  of  the  Commissioner  of  Charities  and  the  private  soci- 
eties are  not  continuous  throughout  the  day  and  night.  The  police  force 
functions  continually  and  in  the  intervals  between  the  office  hours  of  the 
charity  organizations  there  is  no  other  agency  than  the  police  to  render  aid 
to  the  needy.  For  this  reason  the  rules  of  the  police  make  it  a  part  of  their 
duty  to  give  aid  to  the  afflicted  in  an  emergency  according  to  their  needs. 

Practically,  we  may  say  that  for  sixteen  hours  out  of  twenty-four  the 
police  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  caring  for  poor  persons.  Then  there  is 
a  class  who  by  misdeeds  find  that  they  cannot  justly  appeal  to  the  lay  per- 
son for  charity,  or  if  they  did  they  might  be  denied  assistance,  because  of 
their  personal  failings  and  habits,  or  a  criminal  record.  In  our  efforts  on 
behalf  of  the  latter  class  in  obtaining  employment  we  have  had  the  most 
hearty  cooperation  of  employers,  who  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  police 
have  in  every  instance,  I  might  say,  given  employment  to  them. 

All  emergency  calls  for  aid  of  the  poor  receives  prompt  attention  and 
the  needed  assistance  given  without  delay.  After  which  the  proper  authori- 
ties are  notified  to  follow  up  the  case. 

During  the  winter  season  our  officers  are  especially  instructed  to  look 
after  any  who  may  be  in  need  of  food,  clothing,  fuel  or  medical  aid,  and 
particularly  the  aged  and  children.  Such  service,  we  are  sure,  promotes  re- 
habilitation and  prevents  crime. 

ROOMING  HOUSES 

Complaints  of  misconduct  of  rooming  houses  and  apartment  houses  are 
not  as  numerous  as  in  the  past.  Yet  there  are  enough  to  warrant  the  recom- 
mendation that  they  be  licensed  and  regulated  in  a  manner  that  will  con- 
form to  health  and  moral  laws. 
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LIQUOR  TRAFFIC 

The  enforcement  of  the  law  relating  to  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors 
has  been  r  most  difficult  problem.  To  beg-in  with  the  public  or  .1  very  con- 
siderable portion  of  the  people  ;u-e  not  in  sympathy  with  the  law.  It  has, 
therefore,  been  difficult  to  obtain  convictions  for  violations  of  it.  Technical 
interpretations  of  the  law  by  both  the  federal  and  State  Courts,  too,  have 
somewhat  retarded  a  satisfactory  enforcement. 

However,  we  have  continued  to  make  cases.  During  the  year  we  sub- 
mitted three  hundred  and  sixty  cases  to  the  Grand  .Jury. 

If  the  source  of  the  whiskey  supply  could  be  controlled  more  effectively 
the  hang-over  saloon  would  soon  disappear  and  the  private  room  in  hotels, 
and  the  speak-easy  places  would  soon  be  obliged  to  go  out  of  business,  for 
it  is  the  enormous  profit  made  on  whiskey  sales  that  now  enables  them  to 
exist. 

Drunkenness  is  decreasing.  Prohibition,  however,  can  never  be  satis- 
factorily enforced  until  the  nations  of  the  world  join  together  for  that  pur- 
pose, just  as  they  are  doing  to  bring  about  universal  peace. 

DISORDERLY  PERSONS 

Disorderly  persons  principally,  are  men  who  abandon  their  families  or 
children,  leaving  them  a  charge  upon  the  public,  thus  neglecting  to  perform 
a  moral  and  lawful  obligation. 

There  is  an  officer  assigned  to  look  after  such  cases  and  to  discover  if 
possible,  the  causes  of  the  neglect  of  such  persons  to  care  for  their  families. 
In  this  work  the  police  not  only  assist  in  bringing  to  justice  persons  who 
wilfully  and  criminally  neglect  their  duties,  but  do  much  to  bring  about  the 
rehabilitation  of  families.

THE  POLICEWOMAN 

During  the  year  from  January  1st  to  December  31,  1921,  the  work  of  the 
Policewoman  has  covered  many  branches  of  service.  She  reports  as  follows:

As  50%  of  the  women  who  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Police- 
woman are  under  20  years  of  age,  it  would  seem  that  the  adolescent  girl 
should  be  given  even  more  attention  than  she  is  at  present  receiving,  par- 
ticularly in  suitable  housing.  Of  the  number  of  girls  with  whom  we  come  in 
contact,  17%  are  native  born.  This  shows  that  a  large  number  of  girls  each 
year,  are  coming  from  other  cities  to  Rochester,  and  creates  a  demand  that 
some  reliable  person  or  friend  shall  see  that  each  one  is  well  placed  on  arri- 
val in  city.  Without  this,  they  drift  into  rooming  houses  which  in  some 
instances  prove  to  be  a  source  of  danger  and  temptation  because  improperly 
supervised  by  people  who  are  in  the  business  to  get  all  they  can  out  of  it 
regardless  of  proprieties. 

The  breaking  down  of  morals  among  these  girls,  seems  to  be  closely  allied 
with  the  drifting  away  from  the  religious  environment  of  their  early  youth. 
Almost  every  girl  is  nominally  connected  with  some  church,  even  if  not  a 
member,  either  Protestant,  Catholic  or  Jewish — but  in  almost  every  case  she 
has  lost  her  active  interest  and  has  disassociated  herself  from  it. 

Among  the  strongest  temptations  facing  the  girls  today,  are  the  places 
and  forms  of  amusement  where  the  opportunity  is  presented  to  associate 
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with  young  men  without  proper  chaperonage  and  is  often  in  a  commercial 
environment,  where  it  is  impossible  that  they  be  introduced  by  mutual 
friends  or  that  the  acquaintance  be  followed  up  closely  by  parents  or 
friends.  Particularly  is  this  true  of  young  women  who  are  away  from  home 
and  are  obliged  to  depend  on  such  places  of  public  amusement  to  form 
friendships  or  to  spend  an  evening  with  their  men  friends.  Rooming  houses 
seldom  offer  such  opportunities. 

Much  time  was  spent  by  the  Policewoman  at  the  bathing  beach  at  Char- 
lotte and  she  found  that  for  mothers  and  little  children  and  for  families 
who  could  go  for  picnic  suppers  etc.,  it  was  a  wonderful  blessing.  It  also 
brought  the  dangers  incident  to  public  amusement  places;  but  on  the 
whole  was  well  conducted  and  a  very  real  asset  to  the  enjoyment  and  health- 
ful recreation  of  the  city.  The  dance  hall  at  Charlotte  was  open  every  night 
after  seven  o'clock.  The  dancing  practically  out  of  doors  and  under  severe 
chaperonage,  seemed  to  meet  a  need  that  was  real.  One  interesting  feature 
about  the  hall  was  the  number  of  family  groups  that  came  down  and  danced 
giving  a  congenial  atmosphere  to  the  place  which  is  rarely  seen  in  dance 
halls. 

One  encouraging  feature  of  the  work  with  girls,  is  the  increasingly  intel- 
ligent interest  and  co-operation  of  all  branches  of  educational,  civic  and 
religious  life  touching  the  morals  of  young  people.  It  is  the  conviction  of 
the  Policewoman  that  stronger  emphasis  on  preventive  measures  in  dealing 
with  young  people,  would  lessen  the  need  of  strong  corrective  measures  on 
the  part  of  the  police. 

During  the  year  there  were  335  women  arrested  for  various  offenses. 
Of  the  number  92  were  charged  with  being  vagrants,  17  per  cent,  were 
natives  of  Rochester.  The  remainder  transient  or  girls  or  women  tempor- 
arily employed  here  and  residing  in  rooming  houses  or  hotels.  34  were  under 
20  years  of  age,  12  had  been  in  Children's  Court,  and  36  had  previous  arrest 
records.  On  the  whole,  the  places  of  public  amusement  are  well  conducted 
which  condition  largely  is  due  to  the  close  and  strict  supervision  of  the 
police.  In  view  of  this  the  Policewoman  would  recommend  that  girls  seek- 
ing public  amusements  at  dance  halls,  skating  rinks  and  theatres,  be  chap- 
eroned by  mothers  or  older  women  as  far  as  possible;  thus  avoiding  the 
uanger  of  being  invited  by  men  whom  they  meet  for  the  first  time  in  such 
places  to  go  for  dinners  or  auto  rides  and  whose  invitations  they  thought- 
lessly accept  without  realizing  the  danger  involved.

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The  most  frequent  causes  of  delinquency  among  married  women  are 
domestic  troubles  and  family  troubles.  With  young  girls  the  cause  is  often 
fear  of  parental  punishment,  scoldings,  etc.,  which  causes  them  to  fail  to 
return  to  such  homes  from  school  or  work.  It  is  often  the  privilege  of  the 
Policewoman  to  talk  over  difficulties  with  the  girls  and  then  with  the 
parents,  which  many  times  results  in  establishing  a  better  understanding 
and  saves  the  girl  from  severing  family  relationship. 

The  fact  that  Dance  Halls  close  at  11:30  is  conductive  to  preventive  work. 
Girls  can  reach  home  at  a  timely  hour  and  be  secure  from  taxi  cab  pan- 
derers.  There  are  two  roller  skating  rinks  in  the  city.  They  are  not  re- 
quired to  take  out  a  license.  However,  they  are  supervised  by  the  Police, 
and  the  laws  relating  to  juveniles,  is  strictly  enforced  and,  too,  a  rule  has 
been  laid  down  by  the  Police,  that  no  one  under  18  years  of  age  unchap- 
eroned,  shall  be  permitted  in  them.  The  Policewoman  recommends  that  an 
ordinance  be  enacted  to  license  these  places.  Such  regulation  would  be  a 
help  for  better  supervision. 

DETECTIVE  BUREAU 

The  Detective  Division  is  composed  of  one  captain,  three  detective  ser- 
geants, fourteen  detectives,  one  of  whom  is  assigned  to  the  office  of  the 
District  Attorney,  five  acting  detectives,  three  patrolmen  assigned  to 
clerical  duty,  one  detective-interpreter  assigned  to  the  police  court,  one 
Bertillon  clerk  and  stenographer  and  one  stenographer,  making  a  total 
of  27. 

The  Detective  Division  investigates  all  such  crimes  as  may  require  in- 
quiries outside  the  limits  of  the  precinct,  and  correspondence  with  other 
police  departments. 

They  supervise  the  investigation  of  all  homicides,  seek  out  fugitives  from 
justice  reported  by  other  police  departments,  and  prevent  crime  by  the 
strict  supervision  of  the  conduct  of  known  criminals  and  their  associates. 

All  correspondence  regarding  the  operation  of  professional  criminals, 
and  their  identification,  is  carried  on  through  the  Detective  Division.  In 
addition  to  the  investigation  of  criminal  cases,  they  are  constantly  engaged 
in  preventive  work,  visiting  banking  institutions,  hotels,  places  of  resort 
for  known  gamblers,  and  the  associates  of  criminals;  visit  pawnshops, 
second  hand  stores  and  junk  shops,  and  other  places  where  stolen  property 
may  be  disposed  of.  It  is  their  duty  to  keep  well  informed  of  the  methods 
of  criminals,  and  their  haunts.  Having  greater  opportunity  to  see  and  know 
criminals  through  the  medium  of  the  Identification  Division  which  is  a 
part  of  the  Detective  Division,  they  are  well  prepared  to  identify  on  sight 
itinerant  criminals. 
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The  city  is  divided  into  four  detective  districts;  and  they  are  expected 
to  prevent  professional  criminals  from  operating,  or  establishing  any  fixed 
rendezvous.  Though  the  force  is  few  in  number,  they  have  been  able  to 
gain  for  Rochester  the  reputation  among  professional  criminals  of  being 
one  of  the  most  vigilant  detective  forces  in  the  country,  and  this  distinction 
seems  merited  because  of  the  small  number  of  burglaries  and  other  crimes 
that  can  be  identified  as  the  work  of  professional  criminals. 

Owing  to  the  small  number  of  men  constituting  the  detective  force,  it  is 
impossible  always  to  exercise  the  thoroughness  necessary  in  the  investigation 
of  cases  submitted  to  them,  which  fact  will  account  for  some  of  the  failures. 
However,  the  most  important  burglaries  and  crimes  of  larcenies  have  been 
solved  and  arrests  made. 

The  amount  of  stolen  property  recovered  however,  has  not  been  as  large 
as  we  would  like  to  report,  for  the  reason  that  most  of  the  property  stolen 
here  is  disposed  of  outside  the  city,  and  as  many  merchants  carry  the  same 
kind  of  goods,  it  has  been  quite  impossible  to  positively  identify  the  goods 
that  have  been  discovered  in  other  cities,  though  we  were  quite  certain  in 
several  cases  that  they  were  goods  that  had  been  stolen  here,  but  the  persons 
from  whom  they  were  stolen  had  not  placed  any  marks  upon  them  by  which 
they  could  be  identified,  and  the  ownership  of  them  proved.

It  is  impossible  to  relate  here  a  complete  account  of  all  investigations 
made;  or  of  all  the  services  performed  to  accomplish  the  apprehension  of 
criminals,  recover  property,  and  finding  missing  persons,  and  preventing 
crime. 

Their  fixed  hours  of  duty  are  longer  than  those  of  the  uniformed  force, 
and  in  addition,  they  nre  required  when  investigating  cases  of  importance 
to  give  all  the  time  that  physical  endurance  will  permit  them  to:  they  work 
steadily  and  without  rest,  and  often  continue  on  cases  for  twenty-four  hours, 
and  with  an  hour  or  two  of  sleep,  again  resume  their  task,  continuing,  in 
this  manner  for  periods  of  five  or  six  days;  this  physical  strain,  accom- 
panied by  mental  anxiety  for  success  is  most  fatiguing,  but  when  success 
crowns  their  efforts,  they  are  well  satisfied,  but  when  failure  is  encountered 
and  they  are  unjustly  criticised  for  failing  to  accomplish  the  impossible, 
it  is  most  discouraging  to  them;  under  such  conditions,  we  often  wonder 
that  it  is  possible  to  maintain  the  excellent  morale  that  is  consistently 
shown  in  their  conduct  and  work.

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THE  BUREAU  OF  IDENTIFICATION 

The  Bureau  of  Identification  is  an  important  division  of  the  Detective 
Bureau.  In  this  Bureau,  Bertillon  measurements,  finger-prints  and  criminal 
records  of  all  known  criminals  are  filed.  With  the  aid  of  these  records  we 
arc  able  to  identify  fugitives  from  justice. 

The  value  of  the  Bureau  of  Identification,  to  the  Community,  is  difficult 
to  estimate  in  dollars  and  cents,  but  we  can  safely  say  that  through  the  co- 
operation of  the  police  of  this  country  and  Canada,  the  prison  authorities, 
and  the  courts,  we  are  able  to  save  the  city  many  thousands  of  dollars  in 
the  course  of  a  year. 

The  interchange  of  photographs,  measurements,  and  finger-print  records 
which  is  carried  on  with  foreign  departments  enables  us  to  keep  in  touch 
with  the  movements  of  professional  criminals  and  if  they  are  wanted  for 
crimes  committed  here  we  are  notified  to  that  effect,  in  every  instance,  and 
legal  action  taken  which  will  insure  their  detention  until  a  Rochester  Police 
officer  can  arrive  at  the  place  where  such  criminal  may  be  held. 

In  years  gone  by  the  traveling  expenses  incurred  in  tracing  criminals 
throughout  the  country  amounted  to  large  sums.  Today  foreign  depart- 
ments are  doing  the  work  for  us  and  the  cost  is  the  postage  expended  in 
forwarding  records.

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POLICE  SIGNAL  SYSTEM 

The  police  signal  and  telephone  system  is  antiquated  and  complicated, 
and  does  not  operate  in  a  manner  to  give  the  service  required.  Calls  and 
messages  must  be  transmitted  speedily  and  correctly,  or  efficiency  of  a  high 
order  cannot  be  attained. 

On  duty  the  force  is  necessarily  scattered  throughout  the  city  on  indi- 
vidual posts.  At  times  of  unusual  disorder  it  is  necessary  to  concentrate 
this  force  as  quickly  as  possible.  The  most  practical  way  to  accomplish 
this  movement  of  the  force  is  by  means  of  a  flashlight  signal,  which  will 
summon  each  patrolman  on  post  to  a  telephone  where  he  may  receive  orders. 

It  is  important,  too,  that  every  officer  on  duty  should  be  kept  informed 
of  all  extraordinary  occurrences  such  as  burglaries,  highway  robberies,  mur- 
ders, automobile  thefts,  etc.,  with  personal  descriptions  of  fugitives.  In 
order  that  the  whole  force  may  get  into  united  action  for  the  apprehension 
of  criminals  or  the  recovery  of  stolen  property. 

A  telegraph  or  telephone  system  that  can  make  possible  quick  communi- 
cation with  all  elements  of  the  force,  will  insure  better  police  protection  for 
our  citizens,  and  their  property  and  at  a  minimum  cost  of  service. 

The  Rochester  police  telegraph  system  was  first  installed  in  1886",  with 
thirty  street  boxes  in  booths.  A  year  or  so  later  twenty-six  more  boxes 
were  added  making  a  total  of  fifty-six  on  four  circuits.  Some  of  these  cir- 
cuits have  as  much  as  twenty  miles  of  wire  in  them  which  makes  talking- 
difficult. 

This  system  was  the  first  Gamewell  Police  box  system  put  up  by  that 
company  and  was  a  combination  signal  and  telephone  system.  Within  the 
past  ten  years  the  signal  works  of  these  boxes  have  been  removed  from  all 
but  two  and  the  tapper  key  substituted  for  calling  purposes,  in  connection 
with  the  telephone.  When  an  officer  wishes  to  communicate  with  his  pre- 
cinct station  he  signals  on  the  tapper  and  when  connection  is  made  with 
telephone  he  communicates  orally. 

New  boxes  have  been  added  from  time  to  time  until  the  present,  so  that 
we  now  have  a  total  of  sixty-six  boxes  with  the  tapper  and  telephone  com- 
bination system  in  them,  located  at  points  throughout  the  city  as  follows:

Some  of  the  above  boxes  are  attached  to  patrol  boxes  and  some  placed 
in  front  of  firehouses  throughout  the  city.  These  lights  have  been  so  placed 
that  they  can  be  observed  when  they  are  lit  by  officers  traveling  the  posts  on 
which  they  are  situated,  and  in  several  instances,  they  can  be  seen  for  a 
considerable  distance,  so  that  with  the  aid  of  them  wre  are  enabled  to  signal 
officers  on  adjoining  posts.  In  this  way  it  is  possible  to  signal  to  three 
officers  through  the  medium  of  each  light.  All  of  these  lights  are  operated 
from  Fire  Headquarters  on  Central  Avenue,  though  which  the  police  must 
make  request  when  a  signal  is  sent  out. 
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This  is  rather  complicated  and  it  is  the  cause  of  delay  in  sending  out 
signals.

It  will  be  readily  observed  that  with  such  a  system  we  cannot  obtain  the 
service  necessary  for  the  best  possible  results,  in  addition  to  the  necessity 
of  being  able  to  communicate  readily  with  all  members  of  the  force  in  an 
emergency.  A  more  extensive  and  consolidated  system  would  aid  in  check- 
ing individual  officers  on  their  posts.  I  would  recommend  therefore,  the 
installation  of  an  up-to-date  police  telephone  and  signal  system. 

TRAFFIC 

Travel  on  the  streets  is  becoming  more  hazardous,  as  the  auto  vehicles 
increase  in  numbers.  We  have  no  new  remedy  to  advise  to  effect  a  de- 
crease in  their  number  or  frequency,  other  than  what  has  been  suggested  in 
previous  reports. 

During  the  year  there  were  2,585  automobile  accidents  reported.  In 
1,045  of  them  29  persons  were  killed  and  1,174  received  injuries  of  a  more 
or  less  serious  character.    304  were  passengers  and  870  pedestrians. 

The  vehicles  involved  were  of  the  following  types:

Trucks    215 
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Of  the  accidents  in  which  persons  were  injured,  8Sr/r  occurred  outside  of 
the  congested  district.  It  will  be  observed  then  that  accidents  occur  where 
the  pedestrian  and  driver  feel  most  secure  from  danger. 

In  order  to  determine  where  to  place  the  blame  for  the  occurrences,  I 
will  give  a  brief  history  of  each  accident  in  which  a  person  or  persons  wen- 
killed  as  the  causes  resulting  in  fatalities  are  in  the  same  proportion  as  of 
the  whole  number  of  accidents. 

On  January  13,  1921,  Deputy  Sheriff  Leo  Sipple  was  riding  on  South 
Avenue  in  a  Ford  car  and  when  making  a  slight  turn  at  the  foot  of  the  hill 
at  Byron  St.  the  front  wheels  locked  and  the  car  overturned.  Sipple  was 
pinned  under  the  car  and  died  later. 

On  January  31,  1921,  Eleanor  Evans,  aged  7,  ran  from  the  west  side  of 
State  Street  into  the  roadway  in  front  of  a  northbound  auto.  She  died  later 
in  the  hospital. 

On  April  6,  1921,  Joseph  Weilhamer,  aged  74,  fell  off  the  rear  end  of  a 
truck  on  which  he  was  riding.    He  died  later. 

On  April  6,  1921,  John  Knick,  aged  4,  was  being  carried  across  Norton 
Street  in  the  arms  of  his  uncle  who  tried  to  avoid  an  approaching  auto. 
They  were  struck  and  the  child  was  hurled  from  his  uncle's  arms  and  died 
within  15  minutes. 

On  April  14,  1921,  Ellen  Kceley,  aged  G3  years,  was  struck  by  an  auto 
while  crossing  the  street  at  East  Avenue.  Her  skull  was  fractured  and  she 
died  later  in  the  hospital. 

On  April  19,  1921,  James  Boland,  aged  58,  was  struck  by  an  auto  while 
crossing  the  street  on  Lake  Avenue.    He  later  died. 

On  April  22,  1921,  Burton  Armour,  aged  7,  crossing  street  on  crosswalk 
on  South  Avenue,  ran  from  behind  a  street  car  in  front  of  an  auto  and  was 
knocked  down  and  died  later  in  the  hospital. 

On  April  24,  1921,  Mrs.  Minnie  Markwitz,  aged  (>7  years,  was  crossing 
the  street  on  Clifford  Avenue.  In  avoiding  one  auto  she  stepped  in  front 
of  another  and  was  knocked  down  and  killed. 

On  April  29,  1921,  John  Riley,  aged  71,  was  crossing  the  street  at  Cen- 
tral Avenue  and  State  Street,  when  he  was  knocked  down  by  an  auto  truck. 
He  died  later. 

On  April  30,  1921,  Robert  UiPrimia,  aged  (i,  who  was  playing  in  the 
street  on  Ritz  Street,  was  struck  by  an  auto  truck.  He  later  died  in  the 
hospital. 

On  May  8,  1921,  William  T.  McCreery,  aged  47,  of  Gates,  X.  V.,  was 
struck  by  an  unidentified  automobile  while  walking  in  the  Buffalo  Road, 
near  the  Barge  Canal. 
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On  May  13,  1921,  Joshua  C.  Braveman,  aged  37,  of  Harris  Street,  was 
crushed  between  auto  truek  and  freight  c;ir  while  unloading  baled  rags  in 
the  Portland  Avenue  yards  of  the  N.  Y.  C.  R.  R. 

On  May  26,  1921,  Pedro  Banchi,  aged  40,  of  340  Piatt  Street,  was  thrown 
from  an  auto  in  which  he  was  riding  when  the  driver  lost  control  and  the 
car  mounted  the  curb.  He  later  died. 

On  May  26,  1921,  Clinton  Streeter,  aged  11,  of  313  Rutgers  Street,  was 
struck  by  an  auto  when  he  darted  suddenly  into  the  street  in  pursuit  of  a 
baseball  with  which  he  was  playing.    Died  later. 

On  June  16,  1921,  John  Laird,  aged  19,  was  killed  when  an  oil  truck  he 
was  operating  was  struck  by  an  R.  S.  &  R.  trolley  at  Rockwood  Street. 

One  June  18,  1921,  Marvin  Smythe,  aged  16,  was  killed  while  riding  a 
bicycle  in  Lake  Avenue,  when  he  turned  in  front  of  an  auto  truck. 

On  July  2,  1921,  Henry  Volkmar,  aged  32,  of  419  Magee  Avenue,  was 
killed  in  a  collision  of  autos  at  Dewey  and  Ridgeway  Avenues.  He  was 
speeding. 

On  July  6,  1921,  Joseph  Costanzo,  aged  13,  of  Clark  Avenue,  Irondequoit, 
N.  Y.,  was  the  occupant  of  a  horse-drawn  vehicle  which  was  struck  by  an 
auto  at  Clinton  Avenue  North  and  Oakman  Street.    He  died  at  the  hospital. 

On  July  11,  1921,  Alma  Leecox,  aged  6,  of  235  Champlain  Street,  was 
struck  by  an  auto  while  she  was  running  in  the  roadway.  She  died  in  the 
hospital. 

On  July  23,  1921,  John  Olin,  aged  55,  of  58  Ridgeway  Avenue,  was  struck 
by  an  automobile  when  he  walked  from  the  rear  of  another  car.  He  died 
in  the  hospital. 

On  August  27,  1921,  Christo  DeGrazi,  aged  10  years,  of  16  Wangman 
Street,  was  run  over  by  an  auto  truck,  property  of  the  Silver  Lake  Ice 
Co.,  in  front  of  No.  373  Court  Street,  while  attempting  to  steal  a  ride.  He 
died  in  the  hospital. 

On  September  25,  1921,  Frank  Muleage,  aged  25  months,  of  223  Park- 
way, ran  in  front  of  a  Dodge  automobile  owned  and  operated  by  Chester 
A.  Bristol,  aged  34  years,  R.  F.  D.  No.  6,  Irondequoit,  N.  Y.,  who  was  driv- 
ing auto  license  No.  552-954  west  on  Lorimer  Street.  Child  received  lacera- 
tions of  the  head  and  body  and  was  taken  into  his  home  and  Doctor  Cadmus 
called,  who  ordered  the  child  removed  to  the  hospital,  but  child  died  before 
arrival  of  the  ambulance. 

On  October  7,  1921,  Richard  R.  Williams,  of  27  Manhattan  Street,  aged 
33,  struck  Mrs.  Aliza  Fosdick,  aged  50,  of  464  Plymouth  Avenue,  who  was 
crossing  from  the  east  to  the  west  side  of  Clinton  Avenue,  not  on  cross- 
walk, causing  injuries  from  which  she  died. 
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On  October  16,  1921,  Tony  Giamotto,  operating  auto  south  on  North 
Street,  struck  James  Angelo  of  204  Lewis  Street.  Boy  hung  onto  fender 
of  auto  and  was  struck  by  a  street  car  going  north  on  North  Street,  throw- 
ing him  under  wheels  of  street  car. 

On  October  31,  1921,  Sam  Tandler,  age  37,  of  4-61  Clifford  Avenue,  struck 
a  horse-drawn  vehicle  operated  by  George  Clark  of  25  Pearl  Street.  Clark 
was  thrown  from  the  vehicle  receiving  an  injury  to  his  head  from  which  he 
died. 

On  November  8,  1921,  Gust  Moss,  aged  45  years  of  Parkers  Lane,  Iron- 
dequoit,  N.  Y.,  operating  auto  in  Durand-Eastman  Park  which  skidded  and 
went  over  an  embankment  killing  Mr.  Moss. 

On  November  23,  1921,  Louis  A.  Barton,  aged  66,  who  was  riding  a 
bicycle  collided  with  an  automobile  at  the  corner  of  Jefferson  Avenue  and 
Seward  Street,  throwing  him  to  the  pavement  causing  injuries  from  which 
he  died. 

On  December  3,  1921,  Miss  Ethel  Murphy,  aged  35,  of  Pittsford,  N.  Y., 
jumped  from  a  moving  automobile  on  East  Avenue,  at  East  Boulevard, 
fracturing  her  skull.    She  was  removed  to  the  hospital  where  she  died. 

On  December  29,  1921,  Julius  Baker,  aged  13  years,  of  187  Wilder  Street, 
fastened  his  sleigh  to  a  mail  truck  driven  by  John  J.  Conway  of  17  Fulton 
Avenue,  who  was  inside  delivering  mail.  He  came  out  and  not  knowing  the 
boy  was  there,  backed  up  his  truck  running  over  the  boy's  body.  He  died  in 
the  hospital. 

After  a  purusal  of  these  histories  I  am  sure  you  will  be  convinced  that 
at  least  90%  of  them  would  not  have  happened  if  reasonable  care  had  been 
exercised  by  the  driver  of  the  automobile.  What  must  be  done,  therefore, 
to  prevent  reoccurrences  of  similar  happenings  may  be  easily  deducted. 

On  the  following  pages  a  statistical  report  of  the  accidents  reported  will 
be  found,  giving  the  causes,  where  they  occurred,  the  time  of  day  and  the 
ages  of  the  persons  injured  or  killed,  all  of  which  may  aid  in  evolving  some 
plan  of  procedure  to  prevent  similar  accidents  in  the  future,  or  reduce  the 
number  of  them. 
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SANITARY  SQUAD 

Following  is  a  report  of  the  work  clone  by  the  sanitary  officers.  There 
is  a  sanitary  squad  working  under  the  supervision  of  the  Health  Officer,  but 


to  this  detail  is  entrusted  the  most  difficult  cases  to  be  regulated. 
Their  work  has  been  most  satisfactory.

BUILDINGS 

The  headquarters  building  on  Exchange  Street  is  in  very  fair  condition. 
However,  there  is  more  office  room  needed.  At  present  all  of  the  office  work 
is  done  in  two  small  rooms  which  serve  as  consultation  rooms,  property  room 
and  general  business  quarters.  It  cannot  be  expected,  under  such  condi- 
tions, that  records  can  be  kept  correctly  and  filed  in  an  orderly  and  acces- 
sible manner. 

It  is  very  necessary  that  accurate  records  of  police  work  be  kept  and  to 
do  this,  proper  facilities  should  be  provided.  A  stockroom  for  supplies  is 
also  needed,  in  order  that  waste  and  confusion  may  be  avoided  in  the  hand- 
ling and  storing  of  them. 

PRECINCT  STATION  HOUSES 

The  police  station  houses  have  not  been  painted,  outside  or  inside,  in  sev- 
eral years  They  are  therefore,  in  the  condition  which  might  be  expected 
under  the  circumstances. 

The  woodwork  is  dry  and  weather  beaten,  and  the  putty  is  falling  away 
from  the  window  sashes,  on  the  outside.  In  the  interior  the  woodwork  and 
walls  are  covered  with  smudge.  The  cell  rooms,  too,  show  evidences  of  neg- 
lect. It  is  necessary,  therefore,  that  these  buildings  be  painted  inside  and 
out  immediately. 
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GARAGE 

The  central  garage  at  headquarters  is  not  large  enough  for  the  housing 
and  storing  and  care  of  the  necessary  police  vehicle  equipment,  or  the  tem- 
porary storage  of  stolen  automobiles  and  other  vehicles  found. 

The  liquor  law  provides  for  the  seizure  of  intoxicating  liquors  sold  or 
kept  in  violation  of  law.  A  place  for  storing  such  liquors  pending  court 
action  is  required.  At  present  we  are  renting  space  in  buildings  remote 
from  police  headquarters. 

The  rental  for  the  latter  purpose  and  for  the  storage  of  automobiles  re- 
covered and  traffic  standards  and  the  repairing  of  them  aggregates  three 
hundred  and  fifty-five  dollars  per  month,  ($355.00)  or  four  thousand,  two 
hundred  dollars  per  year,  ($4,200.00)  or  five  per  cent.  (.05%)  on  eighty- 
four  thousand  dollars,  ($84,000.00.) 

That  the  cost  of  storage,  as  now  provided,  is  too  expensive,  is  appar- 
ent. Besides,  it  is  inconvenient  to  handle  property  under  such  conditions. 
I  would  recommend,  therefore,  that  a  general  storehouse  and  garage  be 
provided.
